CUBA. 

Sanitary report from Santiago. 

Santiago de Cuba, January Ml, 1899. 
Sir : I have the honor to inform you that the sanitary condition of 
Santiago for the week ended Saturday, January 21, has shown a decided 
improvement. The mortality has been less than last week, as you 
will perceive by the inclosed mortality table.* On the 19th, no 
deaths from any cause were reported, an unusual event in our sani- 
tary history, proving what good sanitary laws, well enforced, will 
accomplish. I believe that our city will hereafter lose the bad reputa- 
tion she has always had for unhealthiness, especially as the sanitary 
department is very zealous in the discharge of its duties. Yellow fever 
has totally disappeared except for the inexpert doctors who have never 
seen it and confound it with our bad types of bilious, remittent, and 
malarial fevers.

Sanitary report from Yokohama. 

Yokohama, Japan, January 16, 1899.
